Ensminger, like the ladies shown on 
the cover (and below), is among hun- 
dreds of “charter member bond buyers” 
who have heen buying them ever since 
the pay roll savings plan went into effect 
in 1941, 

‘When he told us the honds were his 
“second best” investment, we asked 
him what he considered to be better. 


“The answer to that,” he replied, 
“gees back to 1913. That's the year 
I fled from Russia to America. In order 
to get out of the ntry I had to 
bribe an important official. It cost me 
50 rubles, but I consider those 50 rubles 
the hest investment I'll ever make!” 


Four years after he arrived in Amer- 
ica, Gust served the U, 5. Army in 
World War I, which automatically quali- 
fied him for citizenship. After the war 
he came West and in 1923 went to work 
for SP. Until four years ago he worked 
as a B&B carpenter but after two major

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operations had to give up the work. He 
finds the cressing watchman job ideal 
for his health, 

Gust says the toughest part of his 
job is the careless motorist. “He not 
only doesn’t appreciate the watchman’s 
effort to warn him of trains but often 
makes him jump for his own life,” he 
said. 

Off the job he likes to putter around 
the garden at his home in Lodi, where 
he lives with his wife, whom he married 
two years ago. “I never thought much 
about’ marriage before that,” he ex- 
plained, “my former job didn’t let me 
settle down long enough in-one place.” 

What will Gust do with his bonds? 


“Nothing until I retire,” he said. 
“You know, I haven’t cashed a single 
one, even though several of them have 
matured, Why should I, .as Jong as 
they draw such good interest?”. 
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From Stockton we went over to San 
Jose to talk to Yardman Mateo Martinez, 
another “charter member.” We found 
him in the backyard feeding his chick- 
ens. 


Mateo, who came to this country from 
Mexico as a small lad and took out 
his citizenship papers 30 years ago, has 
been with SP since 1929. Asked what 
his reason was for investing regularly 
in U. S. Savings Bonds, Mateo replied: 


“A gvand Who Was 5s happy ty bedinid 
a citizen of this country couldn't help 
but be happy to invest in it. Besides, 
it’s a good way of saving money.” 


Four Reasons 


Mateo, whose wife passed away two 
years ago, has four good reasons for 
saving moncy. They are daughters Car- 
lotta, 17, Amelia, 8; and sons David, 
13, Phillip, 10. Carlotta wants to be a 
nurse, David a baseball player, Phillip, 
a lawyer. Up to now, little Amelia 
“just wants to play.” 


“I-want my kids to have a good edu- 
cation,” Mateo said, “and the money 
I'm putting in bonds is going to help.” 

For our third interview we chose 
Martin Cerin, baker foreman at West 
Oakland Commissary Bake Shop located 
at Oakland Pier. Martin was in the 
midst of preparing dozens of apricot 
pies and it was. difficult to keep our 
eyes off them .and.our mind on the 
interview. 

But we disciplined our palate . long 
enough to learn that Cerin was born in 
Yugoslavia, arrived in the United States 
in 1910 and became a citizen of ‘this 
country in .1928.

STATION DOUBLES 


LE& of a good road makes Concep- 
clon, Calif., one of the State’s most 
inaccessible communities and accounts 
for its having one of the West's most 
unusual schoolhouses. 

Here is a unique variation of the old- 
fashioned, one-room public school—not 
“little red” but railroad yellow, because 
school holds in the waiting room of 
Southern Pacific’s historic Concepcion 
station, where the Coast Line tack 
passes the depot but the fast trains no 
longer stop. 

Through generosity of the railroad in 
leaving the depot building intact and 
furnishing it rent-free to the district, 
the school has’ met in the station waiting 
room for the past eight -years, 


“For about three months of the school 
year the dirt road out to Lompoc, the 
nearest school 26 miles away, is prac- 
tically impassable,” Principal-leacher 
M. W. Baldwin says. “Having our own 
little school is the only way to give these 
children their full time in classes.” 

Eight students in five grades are at- 
tending this year. Some are children of 
SP. railroaders and others of ranch 
people. 

The depot waiting room makes a spa- 
cious, well-lighted study area for the 
popular teacher and his happy pupils. 
The eight little desks are arranged in 
an are about Baldwin’s desk’ and file 
cabinet. There are extra. work ables, 
a small library, blackboards, maps, a 
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elock and the Bear Flag of California. 

Outside, Old Glory flies beside the 
door. U. S. Post Office and Western 
Union signs are reminders that an SP 
agent formerly occupied quarters above 
the waiting room and functioned as post- 
master and telegrapher. 

By next year, Concepcion may have its 
own school property. Trustees are study- 
ing a plan to acquire five acres of land 
and move in a building which could be 
made into a schoolhous 

Whether school holds in the depot or 
at a new sile one-fourth mile away, the 
Southern Pacific Daylights and long 
freights still will be roaring by just 
oulside. While in the little school the 
children will be learning their three R’s 
by working up a railroad “unit” as 
classes have been doing at Concepcion 
for many years,

EORGE ABDILL, who has been an 
engineer on Portland Division since 
1947, has experienced the “terrible 
strain and tension” that befalls the man

at the throttle when a careless motorist 
ignores grade crossing warnings. This 
experience recently prompted him to 
write a stirring letter to the Portland 
Oregonian. 


“People whe are struck by trains or 
drive broadside into them just aren’t 
interested in living any longer,” he 
wrote, pointing out that every public 
grade crossing in Oregon is marked by 
large white X-shaped signs, highway 
department warnings and, where traffic 
requires, additional crossing protection, 

“Do these safeguards give pause to the 
motoring public?” he asked. “Observe 
for yourself the reactions of-a large ‘per- 
centage of. drivers. Seventy-five per cent 
accept the ‘warning -signals as a chal- 
Jenge to ‘beat the train!’ How many 
drivers obey the édict to ‘Stop, Look and 
Listen?’ Not one in fifty! They cruise 


merrily along their way, windows rolled 
shut, radios blaring, completely oblivious 
to 4000 tons of freight train bearing 
down on them at speed with whistle 
blowing, bell ringing, and rotating 
headlight casting a warning beam of 
ight. 


“If you could ride with me in the cab 
of one of these locomotives you could 
witness first hand the terrified expression 
of one of ‘these drivers just before the 
moment of impact, when he realizes that 
sudden death is hovering over him. The 
sensation that you can’t experience is 
the icy clutch of horror that grips the 
hearts of an engine crew when one of 
these dolis motors out in front of a 
speeding train with a ear loaded with 
innocent women and children. .. . The 
terrible strain and tension is not eased 
by the fact an auto is missed by inches. 


“The next time you approach a grade 
crossing observe the big white X-shaped 
warning sign—it only takes a few sec- 
onds of carelessness on your part to 
convert that sign into a white cross at 
the head of a grassy mound!”

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Unusual Car Used To 


Measure Clearances 

A WEIRD-LOOKING “cat’s whiskers” 
+“ car was feeling its way through 
tunnels and between bridge trusses on 
our railroad during April, 

Technically known as a elearance car, 
it was rented from the Pennsylvania 
Railroad to measure clearances so that 
maximum oversize carloads can be tail- 
ored to pass safely along the various 
routes. 

The car uses 126 steel-tipped alumi- 
num feelers, jutting from both sides and 
arching across its top, in much the same 
way a prowling tomcat uses his whisk- 
ers to negotiate a narrow, dark passage- 
way, Pulled by a locomotive and trailed 


With its “feelers brushed back to conform 
to contous of funnel from which it is emerg- 
ing, clearance car retords bore's interior 
measurements (see story opposiie). 


by 2 coach and business car, the clear- 
ance car approaches the structure to 
be measured with its feelers fully ex- 
tended. .As it enters a tunnel or draws 
under a bridge, the feels are brushed 
back to conform to the contours of the 
structure. The crew inside the car can 
read the measurements on magnified 
dials to one-eighth-inch accuracy. 


Faster Freight Skeds 
To Pacific Northwest 


STEPPED-UP freight schedule from 
+ California points to the Pacific 
Northwest was announced recently by 
SP. 

The faster service gives a full day 
quicker delivery of freight at Portland 
and Seattle, Operating from Les Angeles 
through the San Joaquin Valley to Rose- 
ville, where cars from San Francisco, 
Oakland, San Jose and Sacramento 
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areas are added, the fast freight train to 
the Northwest cuts eleven hours off its 
previous running time to Portland. This 
provides third morning deliveries from 
the central California points, and fourth 
morning from the Los Angeles area. 


Our connections at Portland adjusted 
their northbound schedules so that 
Seattle freight deliveries also are cut a 
full day. The handling of southbound 
freight traffic from the Northwest has 
been improved to provide earlier de- 
liveries at California destinations.

Cleveland General Agency. 

To Southern Pacific this beautiful city 
by Lake Erie is of great importance as 
a source of carloadings of many manu- 
factured goods-and as the destination 
for thousands of carloads of food, lumber 
and other products from the Golden 
Empire we serve. Passenger reserva- 
tions to and from points on Pacific Lines 
‘are heavy, too. ° 


Within a -500-mile radius of Greater 


Cleveland are found more than 58 per- 
cent of the population of the United 
States, and 67 percent of its manufactur- 
ing plants. Significant among the many 
“first and foremost” labels for northern 
Ohio industry is that Cleveland and ad- 
jacent cities produce a greater variety 
of industrial preducts than any other 
comparable area in the nation. Of the 
454 classifications of manufactured prod- 
ucts listed in the census, 323 are “made 
in Cleveland.”

In 1953 there were about 11,000 cars 
loaded for Pacific Lines points, carrying 
rubber goods, iron and steel products, 
paint and varnish, aircraft parts, metal 
fittings, electrical and lighting equip- 
ment and supplies, stoves, wire products,

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Old Familiar SP Trestle 
Will Be Replaced By Fill 


A FAITHFUL old Southern Pacific 
EM. landmark is being “retired” after 
47 years’ service on the Coast Division 
mainline. More than six-tenths of a mile 
of trestlework across Islais Creek Basin, 
San Francisco, is being filled in with 
varth, 

Upwards of 75 trains and switching 
cuts daily use the trestle, longest ele- 
vated structure on the San Francisco 
Peninsula. Records show it was origi- 
ually a pile trestle, completed in 1907 as 
part of the Bayshore Cut-Off. In 1919 
the pilings were replaced by frame tim. 
ber bents. 

Some of the 100 new air dump ears 
now being received from the builders 
are being used to haul fil material from 
Logan, near Watsonville Junction, mere 
than 90 miles away. These cars can 
dump 30 cubic yards of material in a 


matter of seconds, as shown in the pic- 
ture below. The work is carried on with- 
out interfering with normal traflic. 

An estimated 140,000 cubie yards will 
be used in making four separate fills 
averaging 25 feet high. Openings will 
he left for five streets which pass under 
the trestle, After compacting, the fills 
will be allowed to settle for several 
months before tracks are rested on them,
